(although  there  was  some  plundering  in  the 
evening  of  the  day)  and  that  the  meeting  ad 
j urneil  to  the  seCv»nd  of  December,  by  wliich 
time  it  was  hoped  means  might  be  found  to  ac- 
celerate tbe  accomplishment  of  the  projected 
undertaking. 

’That  your  committee  find  that  not  a moment 
was  lost  in  the  interval  between  the  first  and  se- 
cond meeting,  to  take  advantage  of  every  cir- 
ciimstance  wlTu  h could  further  tbe  attainment 
of  the  objects  m view.  Additional  publications 
ofaniiiflammaiory  nature  were  circulated  ever} 
wheie.  Endeav  rs  were  made  to  raise  h gene- 
ral subscription  for  tbe  support  of  tliose  who 
had  relinquoihed  their  ordinary  occupations, 
to  enable  tliem  to  devote  tliem?elves  to  tho^e 
purposes,  which  persons  had  hitherto  cliiefly 
been  paid  by  a principal  member  of  one  of  the 
societies  A plan  was  formed  for  the  seduc- 
tion of  the  sold  ers,  by  raising  hopes  of  pro- 
motion in  the  event  of  their  joining  in  tbe  ap> 
preaching  attempt,  and  cxcUing  discontent  a- 


mong  them  by  a story  oft  he  landing  of  a foreign 
force  in  the  cmifiirv  It  wrs  again  rccommei  d 
ed  that  the  barracks  ahmild  be  the  object  oi 
particular  oh+ervation.— 'TIwst*  quarters  of  the 
town  where  (li»tress  was  most  prevalent  were 
viiited  by  iiulividuals  appointed  to  inflame  the 
people.  Those  Warehouses  along  the  Kivtr, 
and  those  shops  in  various  parts  of  the  town 
where  arms  were  deposited,  were  carefully  no- 
ted. A plan  Was  aUo  formed  for  the  se<l(iCti<>n 
of  the  sailors,  by  ofTcring  them  additional  pay 
under  tlie  new  government  wluch  was  abk-ul  to 
be  estirblished. 

'Tliat  immediately  bef>re  (he  meeting  of  tbe 
2d  l.)ec«.*mber,  many  persons  connected  with 
tlieae  proceedings  procure  d arms  of  various 
description.^.  It  was  tliought  that  suilicient 
means  had  llius  been  obtained  to  carry  on  the 
iute  ided  operati  ^ns  for  at  least  two  hours.  b\ 
which  time  it  was  supposed  enough  would  be 
gt)t  frwm  the  gunsmiths  and  other  depots  to 
arm  a considerable  number  of  individuals.  The 
manuf  cture  of  tricolor  ribbon  was  encouraged 
with  a view  of rendering  it  familiar  to  the  eyes 
of  the  public. 

Your  committee  have  further  received  un- 
doubted information,  that  a large  uuniber  of 
pike  lieads  had  been  ordered  of  one  individual, 
and  250  actually  made  by  him,  and  delivered 
and  paid  for.  It  wa«  al.o  und  ubtedly  intend* 
ed  to  libeia'e  the  prisoners  in  the  principal

Two  or  three  late  nrriv.tls  at  Xew-York,  fi*om 
Liverpool,  have  brought  intelligence  from  Eng- 
land up  lo  tlic  28  li  of  March.  That  country 
was  iu  a general  st»\te  of  discontent,  »and  the  go- 
vernment evidenMy  much  alarmed.  Not  only 
Was  the  Habeas  Corpus  suspended  until  the  first 
of  July,  but  severe*  laws  against  seditious  assem- 
blies, against  the  seduction  ofthe  military,  and 
for  the  prolcction  of  the  person  of  the  Prince 
Urgent,  had  been  passed.  Fhe  cabinet  had  or- 
dered the  arrest  of  many  persons,  among  whom 
Was  a Mr.  Cushman,  who  was  immediately  ex- 
ecuted. They  had  also  directed  the  .attorney 
general  to  prosecute  Ci)bl»ett  for  a libel  : ami 
that  celebrated  writer,  fearing  an  arrest,  & per- 
haps a summary  execution,  lud,  wiili  his  two 
sons,  succeeded  in  getting  on  board  the  Ameri- 
can ship  Importer,  which  is  daily  expected  in 
New-York.  The  papers  state,  that  the  British 
ministers  had  announced  a determination  to 
commence  prosecutions  for  all  libels,  so  that 
the  freedom  oflhc  English  press,  so  much  boast- 
ed of  by  the  admirers  of  that  nation,  must  be 
completely  pro.strated,  oral  least  suspended. 

The  parliamentary  debates  had  become  pe- 
culiarly ani  mited.  Tiie  reports  of  the  secret 
committees,  of  which  we  publish  that  ofthe 
commons,  .and  the  consequent  suspension  of//o- 
bcitf  Corpuff  gave  rise  to  the  most  intrepid  and 
iua  iIv  protests  on  the  part  of  opp  isition.
